I want to iwy I few word, to my boy 
friend, of Ohio count)' in regard to 
the corn club movement. The progress 
If the movement has been very 
and I have taken a' good deal of 
ure In watching It grow. Mr. Leach 
1. pushing the matter along with a good 
deal of vigor, and In a manner highly 
eommenduble. I have eagerly watched 
the columns o* the Iteptihlican each 
week for live new names added to the 
list of member, from time to time. The 
report .last week waa a total member- 
ship of 125. That Is fine showing so far. 

What I want to say Is that there are 
a number of boy. In the Clear Bun 
Burnett*. Creek. Buford, Beda. and 
ILil's Itun neighborhood., whose names 
I would lie more than glad to 
ed. 1 also know a lot of hoys at Cool 
Springs, Green Briar, Shultztown, Wy- 
sox and Prentl. who would benefit by 
Joining; and there are a good many 
more name, from the neigh horhood of 
Fonlsvllle, Wesley Chanel, Washington, 
and the community around there that 1 
should be glad to see in the next Issue 
of the Jtepubllcan. I have In mind boys 
whom I know personally, and 1 know 
thut they would not only he benefitted 
by Joining the corn club, but they would 
In turn be a valuable addition to the 
club. 

In the parish where I am located here 
In Uiulsionu— a territory about the name 
si/, as Ohio ( ounty, and having j^out 
the same population— the corn club 
membership numbers nearly eight hun- 
Ired. The Superintendent here who ha. 
■harge of the work, told me that through 
the Increased yield of corn per acre, 
and through premiums won from parish 
fair and state fair exhibit., and also 
through the sale of this corn for seed 
corn, these boy. are making hundreds 
of dollars for them.elvee every year, l>. 
seles doing the parl.li a good deal of 
good In the way of Increased production 
of corn. 

Some of these corn club boys are my 
pupils here In the MarksviUe High 
School. This school won last year over 
one hundred dollars In parish fair and 
state fair prizes by the oorn club ex- 
hibits of Its pupils. Of course this mon- 
ey goes to Uie boys, and many of them 
got free trips to the state fair. 

I hope to see the boys of Ohio county 
"get a hustle on themselves" In this 
corn club movement, and let us see If 
that will not be one source of great 
agricultural Improvement In the grand 
old county of Ohio.

EIGHTY MEN 
JNTOMBED 

When Explosion Occurred 
in Mine. 




Fort Smith, Arkansas, March Jrt.-The 
fate of fifty-four men Imprisoned by 
an explosion in the San. Bole mine at 
McCurtaln, Okla., today was .till in 
doubt at 2 o'clock. One body ha. been 
recovered, so badly burned that at first 
little hope was entertained for the day 
of sixty-four miners on duty at 
the time, but later nine men emerged 
unhurt for bruise.. 

The mine Is said to have caved in 
after the explosion. Most of the miners 
Imprisoned are beyond the obstruction 
a fierce fire makes 

mposslble. The cause 
the explosion has not 
A report reaching here to the 
that a man had been arrested 
with firing the mine 
firmed. 

The explosion occurred In 
line, No. 2, between 9:30 and 
o'clock. Most of tlie day shift of 
ers were at work. They numbered, 
cording to the statement of the 
ager of the mine, alxty-four 
Their work lay beyond the ninth level, 
where the explosion did its deadly 
work. The few who escaped unhurt 
from the mine were above the 
level attending to special tasks, 
body, the sole one rescued, was found 
near the eighth level entry, mangled.

Probably at the present time more fowM 
are lost annually with roup than any 
other disease. This disease generally 
starts with running at tlie nose, if taken 
at this stage it con be cured. As to pre- 
venting roup.I would say this Is hard to 
do, for seemingly It appears In your flock 
when you huve been caring for them the 
same as always without any roup b. lug 
noticed. Sudden changes of weather, or 
possibly your neighbor's flock has It. and 
it la In the atmosphere; at any rate, it 
appears in your flock, and the sooner you 
get busy treating it the MMf.
